Messrs. Eprrors :—So quiet: and orderly have 
the denizens of “ The Hill” pursued the even tenor 
of their’way during the last few weeks, that I have 
been unable to glean from their life and Jabor even 
a few straws for the paper. The weather might 
prove a fraitfnl (bearing the peaches) theme, but 
should I approach that subject, peradventure I 
might subject myself to the owl of plagiarism, 
t I will venture to inquire whether a snow storm 
in, April, in these latitudes might not be reckoned 
a novelty. Be this as it may, it was certainly, on 
Thursday last, a most disagreeable reality. The 
snowing was ushered in with a smart hai storm, 
then rain fell, followed in its tarn by snow, which 
was accomplished by a gale of wind, almost terrific. 
- Though short, it was decidedly one ’of the severest 
storms of the season. Owing to the great altitude 
of this camp and the Garrotes, we have generally 
had snow here while it rained in the valleys below 
us, and our storms the last winter bave been colder 
than usual: so that there has been but little water 
for mining. Within the last two weeks, however, 
we have been favored with showers, which have 
given some ‘slight impetus with gulches, but the 
great majority of the placer miners are compelled 
to await the completion of the ditch, the contract 
for which, including’ the. flame accross the “ Big 
Gap,” has been awarded to Capt. Ham, of Amador, 
a gentleman of much éxpercience in such operations. 
The terms of the contract require the work to be 
completed by the first of October next. One item 
(?) being & flume of 2200 feet in length, and about 
200 feet in height, it will be seen that a great num- 
ber of men will be required to perform so large an 
amount of labor in so short. period of time. Some 
four or five hundred men will probably find em- 
t. Capt. Ham is daily expec here with 
teams and utensils, and will commence the work 
immediately. For the construction of the flume he 
is to receive 52 cts. per foot, rapning measure, for 
all the material required, which it is thought will 
give him a large margin for profit; but inasmuch 
as he a to take his pay from the first net pro- 
ceeds of the ditch, it was thought by the directors 
better than to assume a heavy debt, and borrow 
money at a high rate of interest. * The completion 
of this ditch is the great desideratum in the section 

of country which it will traverse.

ROCKS OF LAKE SUPERIOR. 

Upon the southern coast of Lake Superior, about 
fifty miles from the Falls of St. Mary, are the immense 
precipitious cliffs, called by the voyagers, Le Potrail 
and the Pictured Rocks. This name has been given 
them in conséquence of the different appearance which 
they present to the traveler, as he passes their base in 
his canoe. It requires little aid from the imagination 
to discern in them the castellated tower and lofty dome, 
spires and pinmacles, and every sublime, grotesque, or 
fantastic shape which the genius of architecture ever in- 
vented. These cliffs are unbroken mass of rocks, ris- 
ing to an elevation of three hundred feet above the level 
of the lake, and stretching along the coast for fifteen 
miles. ‘The voyagers never pass this coast except in 
the most profound calm ; and the Indians, before they 


make the attempt, offer their accustomed oblations, to 


propitiate the favor of their Monitas. The eyé instinc- 
tively searches along this eternal ram for a single 
place of security ; but the search is vain. With an im- 
passable barrier of rocks on one side, and an _intermin- 
able expanse of water on the other, a sudden storm 
upon the lake would as inevitably insure the destruc- 
tion of the enger in his frail canoe, as if he were on 
the brink of the cataract of Niagara. The rock itself is 
a sandstone, which is disintegrated by the continual 
action of the water, with comparative facility. There 
are no broken masses apon which the eye can rest and 
find relief. The lake is so deep, that these masses as 
they are torn from the precipice; are concealed be- 
neath its water until they are reduced to sand. The 
action of the wave has undermined every projecting 
point ; and there the immense precipice rests upon 

arches, and the foundation is intersected with caverns 
in every direction. 

When we passed this immense fabric of nature, the 
wind was still and thelake calm. But even theslight- 
est motion of the waves, which, in the most profound 
calm, agitates these internal seas, swept through the 
deep caverns with the noise of distant thunder, and 
died-away upon the ear as it rolléd forward in the dark » 
recesses, inaccessible to human observation. Nosound 
more melancholy or more awful éver vibrated on hu- 
man nerves! It has left an impression which neither 
time nor distance can ever efface! Resting in a frail 
bark canoe upon the limpid waters of the lake, we 
seemed almost suspended in air, so pellucid is the el- 
ement upon which we floated. In gazing upon the 
towering battlements which impended over us, and 
from which a fragment would have destroyed us, we 
felt, and felt intensely, our own insignificance. No sit-. 
uation can ‘be imagined more appalling to the cour- 
age, or more humbling to the pride of man. We

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TIDES. 
‘The tides of the ocean have been a subject of wonder eal 
a puzzle to those who have not investigated theircause. It 
is related of the soldiers of Alexander the Great, who were 
natives of the Mediterranean shores, that when they reach- 
ed the confines of the Indian Ocean and saw its watcrs roll- 
ing up to a great height, and then flowing back, twice eve- 
ry say, that they became alarmed, and attributed the phe- 
nomena to a special interposition of the deities of the coun- 
try which a ay had invaded. Various remarkable theories 
have bee vanced regarding the causes of the tides.— 
Kepler, the celebrated German astronomer, believed that 
the earth was a real living animal. that the tides were due 
to its respirations, and thatmen and beasts were like insects 
feeding on its back. -The tides have also been attributed to 
the waters of the ocean running in and out through some 
great hole at each pole communicating by a subterranean 
passage ‘throu ae the earth; and the Maelstrom—now a 
myth—that whirlpool on the coast of poreees has been 
suggested as an opening into ge osed under-ground 
canal. We would not be pee surprised if some 
speculative being would yet d nae that the very cold 
w ater found by Lieut. Berryman, as described in a former 
number, was melted ice that had come from the Arctic re- 
gion throug h this inner passage, and had oozed out near 
ermuda. fr t the tides were due to the breathings of a 
great monster, of course, we can suppose that it just respir- 
os twice every twenty-four hours, but this never could ac- 
count for the variations of the tides. The hole through 
the earth also cannot account for these variations, as this 
theory must involve the necessity of a regular ocean cur- 
rent running round and round, not ebbing and flowing.

If this earth had no moon, the attraction of the sun would 
produce two tides every day, but their ebb and flow would 
take place at the same hours regularly, not varying as they 
do now; these tides would also be much smaller than those 
of the moon. Although the mass of the sun is far os fT 
than that of thé moon, and although attraction is in pro- 
Nea one to the mass, yet it is also inversely as the square of 
distance. As the sun. therefore, is four hundred times 
further distant than i o mpOE: th attraction of the waters 
of the sea towards t is foutitd to be about three times 
less than that of tides. produced by the sun 
would therefore be three times less than those of the ne Boon.
